Library  Report. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Gilford: 

Ag-ain  it  becomes  our  duty  to  make  an  annual  report  of 
the  affairs  of  the  library  for  the  past  year;  to  inform  you 
by  the  annexed  account  of  the  treasurer  of  the  board,  of 
its  present  financial  condition,  and  to  make  such  recom- 
mendations as  seem  to  us  most  fitting-,  for  its  future  use- 
fulness. 

The  record  kept  by  the  librarian  shows  that  the  library 
now  contaiiis  1,885  volumes;  added  since  last  report, 
108  volumes;  81  volumes  have  been  purchased  with 
the  annual  appropriation;  13  volumes  have  been 
acquired  by  the  binding-  of  periodicals;  and  14  vol- 
umes have  been  giv^en  to  the  library.  We  have  had 
43  volumes  re-bound.  Two  new  periodicals,  the  National 
Geog-raphic  Mag'azine,  and  Delineator  have  been  added  to 
our  list  of  magfazines,  making-  the  number  twelve,  which 
come  regularly  to  the  library. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  loaned  the  past  year  has 
been  1,716,  classed  as  follows:  Fiction,  1,657;  history,  18; 
general  literature,  11;  art,  5;  travels,  22;  farm  and  home,  3. 
The  largest  number  of  volumes  loaned  in  any  one  day,  42. 
Six  new  names  have  been  added  to  the  list  of  borrowers 
of  the  library  during  the  year.  Donations  have  been  re- 
ceived as  follows:  From  Mr.  John  Y.  Jewett,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  paid  subscription  to  the  Geographic  Magazine, 
$2.00;  from  the  state,  10  volumes;  United  States,  2  vol- 
umes; Publishers  Ladies  Home  Journal,  one  volume;  a 
friend  of  the  library,  one  volume. 

A  comparison  with  last  year's  report,  shows  an  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  books  loaned,  and  that  while 
there  has  been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  circulation  of  fic- 
tion, the  circulation  of  books  of  all  other  classes  has  in- 
creased more  than  55  per  cent. 

At  its  present  rate  of  growth,  the  library  will  very  soon 
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have  outgrown  its  present    quarters,   and  we  think  this  a 
favorable  time  to  suggest  a  new  library  building. 

We  have  taken  some  pains  to  inquire  about  the  Car- 
negie Free  Library  Fund  and  we  are  informed  that  we 
could  by  making  application  receive  monej^  from  said 
fund  to  build  a  good  library  building,  on  certain  condi- 
tions. The  town  is  required  to  furnish  the  building  lot 
and  guarantee  to  raise  each  year  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  library  10  per  cent,  of  such  sum  as  the  building  may 
cost.  In  other  words,  should  we  receive  $1,500,  the  town 
would  be  required  to  raise  $150  each  year  for  the  current 
expenses  of  the  library,  and  as  it  costs  now  a  little  more 
than  $150  each  year  we  should  not  be  expending  any 
more  money  for  the  library  than  we  do  at  the  present 
time.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Gilford: 

The  school  board  respectfully  submit  their  annual  report. 

The  truant  officer  has  enrolled  125  scholars  in  his 
enumeration. 

We  have  maintained  during  the  past  year  eight  schools 
of  twenty-four  weeks  each  and  one  school  in  district  No.  4 
of  thirteen  weeks. 

The  teachers  have  given  general  satisfaction  and  good 
progress  has  been  made. 

It  is  impossible  to  accomplish  as  much  with  two  terms 
of  school  as  the  surrounding  towns  that  maintain  three. 

We  have  thoroughly  repaired  the  school  houses  in  dis- 
tricts Nos.  2  and  9,  making  them  both  attractive  and 
comfortable. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  eight  houses  suitable  to 
use  during  the  winter. 

We  have  maintained  twenty-four  weeks  of  schooling 
with  the  appropriation  required  by  law.  To  give  the 
scholars  a  third  term,  it  would  be  necessary  to  raise  the 
extra  amount.  The  advantages  derived  from  a  few  hun- 
dred dollars  expended  to  increase  the  number  of  weeks  of 
schooling  cannot  well  be  estimated.  Our  scholars  are 
very  ambitions  of  advancement,  and  the  time  taken  from 
study  with  the  lessons  forgotten  during  the  long  winter 
vacation  is  detrimental  to  progression. 

In  some  towns  better  results  are  obtained  by  combining

schools  and  transporting  scholars.  This  might  be  done  to 
a  certain  extent  in  Gilford.  We  trust  the  parents  will 
consider  this  and  plan  for  better  educational  advantages. 
We  wish  to  extend  thanks  for  the  many  encouraging 
words  and  ever  ready  assistance  which  has  helped  to  make 
the  school  year  a  success.
